Ex-Speaker, Charles F. Crisp of the 


House of Representatives has declared 
emphatically for free coinage. He will 
be a member of the next Congress and 
his voice and bis vote in that body v, ill 
•b3 for the coinage of gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. He was invited to 
address the Geoigia Legislature in 
joint session on Wednesday evjniug 
last on the political issues of tbe day. 
He confined himself 
almost exclu- 


sively to the liuaiicial question and be 
came oat squarely for free coinage, 
a-KUin,j that tho United Statea with its 
75,000,000 of people is 
sufficiently 


powerful to establish bimetallism tbe 
worlJ over. He went into the history 
of the coinage law= and analyzed every 
vote taken in Congress on the silver 
question since 1873 to show that a 
great majority of the Democratic party 
had every time voted for free coinage 
except in 1893, when tbe proposition to 
repeal the Sherman law was taken up 
and advocated by Mr. Cleveland. The 
single gold standard has never met 
with the approval of the majority of 
the Democrats of the country. 


Mr. Crisp argued that the way to es- 


tablish the commercial value of silver 
was to restore it by legislation to a 
money, status, to com it at the ratio of 
16 to 1. He asserted that there is no 
country in the world that would ship 
its silver to the United States to ex- 
change it for gold. We gained gold 
daring the Bland-Allison act and under 
the Sherman law, and he asserted that 
gold had appreciated and supported 
tbs assertion by comparing its purchas- 
ing power in commodities now and be- 
tora the demonetization of silver. "Our 
people," said he, "should be the pio- 
neers in restoring a 
money inefal 


which has been used for all time, but 
recently stricken dawn." The speech 
was received with the greatest enthusi- 
asm, and if there were any Cleveland 
men in the Legislature they prudently 
kept quiet 


The declaration 
of 
Congressman 


Crisp is timely. It shows that the "sil- 
ver craze," as onr goldbng friends de- 
light in calling it, is not dying out, and 
that there will be men in the Congress 
which meets next month who will 
avail themselves of every opportunity 
to keep the silver question before that 
body and make it the issue of the ne\t 
Presidential election.

BURUANT'S CAS1, 


At!lil.t\it In Suppolt of a Motion for a 


New Trial. 


SAN FEiNCisoo, November ]o—The 


attorneys for Theodore Dnrrant have 
prepared an affidavit of their client to 
be read in support of the motion for a 
new trial on Friday, November 22d. 
Two of the principal points on which 
the new trial will be asked are the 
ruling of Judge Murphy as to Jurcr 
Brown, who was peremptorily chal- 
lenged by the prosecution after he bad 
been accepted and sworn, and a refusal 
to grant a change of venue. The novss- 
papers will be attacked in the affidavit 
for alleged persecution of the prisoner, 
which the defendant's counsel think 
led to prejudice against Durrant. 


Safe Crackers Rob a Sheriff. 


WOODSFIELD, Ohio, November 15.—-An 


attempt was made this morning by 
four men to rob tie Monroe County 
Bank. They drilled several holes in 
the vault and destroyed the time lock 
bat failed to get in. Just before they 
began to work in the bank the Sheriff, 
J. P. Keyson, when going to his stable

I near the baohive, but what for? 
i The experiment stations have been 
carefully examining this subject, and I < 
quote from the official report: "In ser- 
oral cases in which these birds have 
been shot near a hive no traces of bees 
were found in their stomachs and the 
result of examinations shows that not 
one bee martin in twelve catches bee* 
and not more than 10 per cent of these 
are working honey bees." 


Out of 171 stomachs of bee martins 


examined only fourteen, or'less than 
one in twelve, contained any trace- of 
the honey bee and of the fifty bees 
found iu these stomachs only four 
were unquestionably workers." 


From this it appears that the bee 


martin avoids the working bee on ac- 
count of its stinj; and hunts for the 
drone or male bees which has no 
stinger with which to defecd itself. 
From 500 to 1,800 drones are killed an- 
nually by a good hive of bees because 
they are useless aad oxpousive boarders 
and this killing requires u very con- 
siderable portion of the working bee's 
time. But the bee maitincomes iu and 
eats these drones, sometimes after they 
are killed, thus doing good service to \ 
the farmer by saving the time of his 
working bees. 


The martin destroys great numbers of 


robber flits. These are large, stout, 
long bodied flies with stiff hair over 
their bodies aud are liable to be mis- 
taken for the common blow flies. Pro- 
fessor C. V. Riley says that one species 
of these robber flies has been known to 
kill 141 honey bees in a single day. The 
destruction of these robber flies by the 
bee martin will compensate for all the 
bees killed by that bird, besides tbe 
vast number of insects it destroys.

WEATHER BULLETIN. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL 


A commission was appointed in ac- 


cjrdance with a resolution of the J-st 
Congress to examine the course of tbe 
proposed Nicaragua canal. The Com- 
mission spent three months in its sur- 
vey of .the ranal route and estimating 
the cost of constructing tbe water way. 
The report of the Commission is ia 
the bands of the President, and it js 
said that it indicates that ,i canal 
across the isthmus is entirely feasible 
from an engineering point of view. 
The cost is estimated at $110,000,000, 
though it is believed that amount is 
too small by saveral millions. 


The route as proposed by the Com- 


mission is 173 miles long. The canal 
will be supplied with locks and the 
San Juan river and Lake Nicaragua 
will be utilized. The lake is fifty-six 
and a half miles across from the San 
Jnan to the month of tbe Lajas. It is 
estimated that the oanal which the 
Commission proposes will require 20,- 
000 men and six years time to complete 
it. 


It ia expected that the President will 


refer to the canal at length in bis mes- 
sage. 
Whether he will recommend 


that the United States Government 
build the canal on its own account or 
enter into partnership with a private 
corporation to construct the work, as 
some propose, remains to be seen. 


Genera] 
Kxpected 
Snows and Raing 


Shortly. 


[By Prof. W. T. Foster,] 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 15.—My la«t 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from No- 
vember 22d to 26th and the next dis- 
turbance will reach the Pacific Coast 
aboat November 27th, cross the West 
of Rockies country by the close of the 
28th, the Great Central Valleys from 
the 29th to December 1st and tho East- 
ern States December 2d. 


The warm wa'-e will cross the west of 


Bookies countiy about the 27th, the 
great central valleys the 29th and the 
Eastern States December 1st. A cool 
wave will cross the west of the Rockies 
count "y aboat the 30th, the great cen- 
tral valleys December 2d and the East- 
ern States December 3d. 


A MURDERER CONFESSED. 


Ivan Kovalev, on trial at Sacramento 


for the murder of Mr. and Mrs, F. H. 
L. Weber on the night of December 29, 
1894, has confessed. He says that a 
companion named Tscherbakoff, who 
exercised n hypnotic influence over 
him, murdered the Webers while he 
stood by and saw the deed committed. 


KovBlev and Tscherbakoff were Rus- 


sian convicts who escaped from a penal 
colony and were picked up in an open 
boat almost starved and frozen in the 
Pacific ocean and brought to San Fran- 
cisco. They proved that the Russian 
Government made no mistake in send- 
ing the'm to a penal colony, but that it 
should be liable for heavy damages for 
permitting them to escape. 


THE elections are over and the gold 


syndicate, now that it has been en- 
dorsed at the polls, feels under no ob- 
ligations to protect the reserve, and 
gold is being drawn from the treasury 
for shipment to Europe. Several mil- 
lions go out to-day. Congress may 
provide for keeping the reserve in tact 
when it meets next month. 


The most notable features of this dis- 


turbance will be the precipitation, 
which will be above the average'of the 
past four months. With each succeed- 
ing disturbance the rains or snows will 
encroach on the drouth sections of the 
paat summer and fall, till by the first 
part of January, 1896, an unusual 
amount of snow and rain will have 
fallen. 


As the October drouth was correctly 


foretold, it will be of much more inter- 
est to note the forecasts of these gen- 
eral snows and rains. If these latter 
verify the forecasts the interest will 
largely increase as to the crop season 
weather of 1896, the calculations for 
which are now complete. 


My weather maps for 1896 clearly in- 


dicate where the excessive rains will 
occur. In parts of the United States a 
severe drouth is indicated for April, 
May, June and August. 


BIBDS. 


Very many farmers, horticulturists 


and gardeners are beyond the roach of 
reason as to the blackbird. There is 
no denying that this bird is, at times, 
very destructive, and it is quite evident 
that it -would be dangerous to many 
crops to permit its increase beyond 
certain limits. 


The farmer would totally destroy 


this bird, and the only admissible dis 
oussion is whether such destruction is 
advisable. Would the total destruction 
of the blackbird endanger the crops by 
permitting a very large increase of nox- 
ious insects? 


National experiment stations have 


been examining this question, and in 
order to determine their food the 
stomachs of 2,258 of these birds, taken 
principally during the crop season, 
b^ve been examined. The results of 
these investigations are set forth by 
the Department of Agriculture in the 
following words:

Did you in fact find the shortage in 


1894? 


Yes I found spurious or illegitimate 


melts that were the cause of the short- 
age. 


Did you find any cause of shortage 


after June, 1893 ? 


I did in June,about 46 ounces; and in 


July about 1,200 ounces. 
The loss 


could not have resulted from natural 
causes during the regular process of 
working; that was impossible. 


By Coffin—Do you know of the 


spurious melts from your own know- 
ledge ? 


I do not; I only know by the books. 


The books should balance, yet if they 
don't there is nothing apparently 
wrong. The books of the Melter and 
Refiner and the Superintendent should 
at the end of the year be all right. 


In a run of 150,000 ounces what 


would be the maximum amount lost or 
run off into the sink or sewer ? 


Comparatively trifling; perhaps $200

Ten Cent Fteew Coined In Si 


In 1894 Arc Vfortlf M Bwh. 


Whoever baa a dime of 1804 coined 


by the San Prancinco mint has a coin 
lor which $5 has already b&n offered, 
and when all the facts are known re- 
jardiiig itc scarcity it ia not unlikely 
ihat it will command a much higher 
areniium. 


Inquiry at the mint elicited the in- 


formation that during the fiscal year of 
1894 only 24 dimes were coined at the 
3au Francisco mint. How this came 
aboat was told by Chief Clerk Robert 
Baruett. 
"All undercurrent subsidiary coins— 


viz, those containing other than the de- 
sign now being need—when received at 
the snbtreasnry are not again allowed 
to go mto circulation, bnt are sent to 
the mint to be recoined witb the car- 
rent design. Ill the course of the year 
1894 wo received a large snm in these 
coins, bnt having an ample stock of 
dimes on baud it was not intended to 
coin any of that denomination in 1894. 
However, when nearly all of this sub- 
sidiary coin bullion had been utilized, 
we found on onr hands a quantity that 
wonld coin to advantage only into 
dimes, and into dimes it was coined, 
making just 34 of them. 


"My attention was first drawn to the 


matter particularly by the receipt of a 
letter from a collector somewhere east 
requesting a set of the coins of 1894. 
In filling this order I found there were 
no dimes of that date on hand Subse- 
quently I received quite a number of 
similar letters and in each case was of 
course nnable to furnish them. 


"Plenty of dimes were coined that 


year at Philadelphia and New Orleans 
mints, bnt there are many collectors 
Who accumulate the coinage of each 
mint, as each has its distinguishing 
mark. Those coined here bear a letter S 
under the eagle. New Orleans uses the 
letter O and Carson City the letter C, 
while Philadelphia coins are identified 
by the absence of the letter. 


"We receive each year about 50 re- 


quests from coin collectors' for coins, 
mostly for those of silver."—San Fran 
oiwo Bulletin.
